THE WAR.

Gunsnar Trocuv, in his late proclamation to
the citizens of Paris, asked them to imitate
tho valor of the army which had fought at
the fearful odds of three against one, while
Napoleon, in an address to the French officers
at Motz, after describing the Prussian method
of managing a battle, acknowledged that it
waa-superior to the French system, and asked
his army to imitate it. Thus we have the con-
foasions of the highest authorities of the empire
that the invaders possess & great superiority
of foroe which is managed with superior
efficiency, and the results of the campaign are
precisely what might have anticipated from
the disproportionate strength of the contend.-
ing armies.

The success of the ambitious German effort
to confine Marshal Bazaine and the flower of
the French army in the fortress at Metz is
confirmed from & number of quarters, The
Parisian authorities virtnally admit it by
acknowledging that Bazaine's plans have
been #o changed as to induce him to
prolong his ocenpancy of his old quarters.
A apecial reporter of the New York World
telagraphs that he saw the battle and knows
that the French were forced back to Metz;
while a despatch from Dresden, which gives a
circnmstantial account of the Saxon divisions
engaged in the conflict of the 18th instant,
alleges in the most positive terms that the
object for which it was fought was fully ac-
complished.

It appears to have been the French plan, if
Bazaine had been able to get away from the
armies  which hold him with an
unyielding grasp, to make a stand
at soms point nearer the frontier than
Chalons, MacMahon is said to have advanced
beyond Chalons, towards Yitry, to meet the
Crown Prince, and the original programme
wad probably to unite both wings of the
French army and to contest the road
to Paris mile by mile. But
this plan has proved impracticable for reasons
already given, and even the Parisian journals
complain that a mysteriously long time has
boen consumed in the transmission
of despatches between the two
leading French generals; while Mie-
Mahon, thrown back upon his
own tregources, is said in a special despatch
{which lacks confirmation) to have encoun-
tered another defeat. If he has already
fought and lost a decisive battle, nothing
that the Prussian army need fear remains to
blook up the road to Paris: but if this battle
is still to be fought, he can have no rational
Lope of success since he has been deprived
of the co-operation of Dazaine,

The preparations for a siege of the capital
bave therefore become imperatively necessary,
and we do not wonder that they engross so
Iarge a share of the attention of the French
acthorities, The exterior defenses of the
nation have fallen so rapidly that littleremains
to be done except to pieree its centre, It re-
wains to be seem whether two millions of
peopls can be supplied with enough food to
maintain life during a protracted siege, and if
this diffienlt task cannot be socomplished, the
Prossian approach to Paris will extort a
treaty from the necessities of a fawmished
populace, even if no battles are fought there,
The Prussians are belisved now to have com-
wenced operations with the intention of dice-
tating peace at the gates of the Freuch capi-
ta', and the wonderful succesa of their prelimi-
nary movements furnishes a hopeful angury
of the achievement of their*ultimate aim,

THE PAYMENT OF PENSIONS.
Tug Secrelury of the Interior has written a
latter to th+ Commissioner of Pensions with
rogard to his duties under the law passed at
Lhe last session of Congress which defines
tue amount of fees which agents or attorneys
are allowed to charge for their services in
prosecuting claims for pensions. The Secre-

tary states in a very olear and exact manner |

precisely what are the responsibilities of the
Commissioner as the legal guardian alike of
the interests of the Government and of the
pensioners, and if his instroctions are faith-
fully carried out, one of the main purposes
of the law will be fulfilled in all its integrity,
According to the law the prescribed fee for
procuring a pension is ten dollars, but by
apecial agreement the agent or attorney is
permitied to chargs.twenty-five dollars, and
1.0 more, 'The fee is to be deducted from the
pousion when allowed and paid directly to
tho altorney, but in case of a larger fee than
ton dollars being charged the agreement to
tlat effeot must be approved by the Commis-
sioner of Pensions before the woney can be
puid. It was obviously the intention of the
law to make it the daty of the Commissloner
ol Peusions to scrutinize the agreements be-
tween claimants aud their agents with great
care, 6o aa to protect ignorant persons from
iwposition; and the Beonhry of the Interior
slates the purposes of Congress in providing
fur the persons entitled to pensions this safe-
gard sgainst the cupidity of the men in the

ponsion agency business very exactly when
he says: —

“The stipulations binding the psnsion cinimant to
pay a gpecific amount are substantial parta of the
asgreement, and the whole instroment |8 sabject to

our approval, Confiding your action to matters of
]‘:orm. or to the ascertalnment of the genuinenssa of
the agreement, narrows oo much the effect of the
atatute, and defeats one of Ita leading purposes,
Instances have occurred in which sums far in exoess
of the value of the services renderad in prosoouting
pension clatms have heen exacted from the widows
and orphans of soldiers, Congress no doubt at-
tempted to suppress a flagrant abuse by the provi-
glon under consideration, and by the penalties for
violating it, which are set forth In another section,
while at the game time they scoured the just rights
of the attorney by cansing his fee to be pald by the
instrumentality of the ofoer who pays the pen-
sloter. Your approval I8 requisite to give effect to
the agreement in the mode provided by Congreas,
Without it the stipulated amount canoot be deducted
from that due the peusioner.”

This is certainly plain eneugh, and the
Commissioner of Pensions oannot complain
that he does not know hia duty. Upon his
virtue depends whether the abuses aimed at
by the law can be checked, and the payment of
twenty-five-dollar fees only be allowed in
extraordinary instances, when the diffioulties
in the way of proseouting a claim demand
extra remuneration. That the Commissioner
of Pensions is not the enemy of corruption
that we would like to see him is evidenoed

by the fact that he has not removed Colonel |

Forbes from his pension agency in this city,
notwithstanding the expose that has been

made of irregularities in the management |

of his office, Independently  of
all other considerations, Colonel Forbes, by
his own admissions, has violated the Inw by

discounting, at exorbitant rates, theglaims of |

his pensioners, and this alone is a sufficient
reason for his removal.
“irregularities” as those of which Colonel
Forbes is aconsed are countenanced by the
Commissionerjof Pensions, we cannot have
the most supreme faith in his incorruptible
virtue; and we sadly fear that the majority of
attorneys' fees allowed by him under the new

law will be nearer twenty-five dollars thian |

ten.
